Morality Minus Religion—Some months ago writer 
the Contemporary Review presented detailed study 
educational conditions Germany, with special refer- 
ence the alarming number school children who com- 
mit suicide. His article not merely piece destruc- 
tive criticism, but apparently honest attempt offer 
constructive suggestions. particular recommends: 


That less importance and less rigor attached the 
semester examinations, having been found out that 
many German school children have committed suicide 
result the severity the oral and written tests; 
That the school authorities bear mind that “the appar- 
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ently dull child often has good think- 
ing power, which cannot concentrate 
the and that allow- 
ances should made accordingly; 
That more attention paid the 
selection and training teachers— 
not much the matter scholar- 
ship and technical efficiency, but the matter warm, 
human sympathy and understanding the child 
human being rather than bundle psychological 
facts; That home work, which there claimed 
excess the German schools, reduced mini- 
mum, and the case certain boys and girls obviated 
entirely; That the spirit comradeship should fos- 
tered between master and pupil; That the method 
teaching ethics made less and involved; 
That corporal punishment and 
strap must put glass case and taken the mu- 
seum”; That less attention given the formal phys- 
ical training the gymnasium and more interest devel- 
oped spontaneous outdoor sports. Attention these 
things, claimed, ought reduce the average child- 
suicides Germany; present the average something 
more than one week. 

The Contemporary writer certainly makes some sug- 
gestions that seem valuable, though this country, 
who have depend upon long-distance research and 
birdseye-view analysis for our impressions, cannot too 
sure; but certainly fails reach the heart the diffi- 
culty. matter how easy examinations are made, some 
children are going fail; matter how sedulously ath- 
letic sports are encouraged, some children are going 
physically unfit; matter how carefully teachers are 
selected and trained, some them are bound prove 
relatively inefficient. But why must there suicides? 
This problem that means confined the 
German empire. Have not our American newspapers 
dilated sufficiently the occasional sad sight school- 
boy schoolgirl rushing upon deliberate death ac- 
count trifling humiliation because some ridicu- 
lously pathetic 

The root the difficulty the pernicious theory that 
morality may taught minus religion. Thus, according 
the Contemporary article, the German schools have 
most imposing schedule lessons ethics, with wall- 
charts setting forth minute divisions and subdivisions 
man’s duties himself, his fellows, his country and the 
world; there much talk personal ethics, higher altru- 
ism, the necessity cultivating the civic and social vir- 
tues. But true morality can never taught that way. 
Without the notion personal God, without the sublime 
mystery the Incarnation and the Redemption, without 
insistence upon the Four Last Things, without, short, 
the religious distinguished from the ethical motive, the 
teaching morality becomes thing vain and futile. The 
teacher indeed may pipe, but the children will not dance 
the music vague and specious humanitarianism. 

the Catholic faith and the Catholic schools 
this thought should once incentive greater 
effort and consolation the midst our labors. Our 
problem hard enough; but the satisfaction ours that 
least are taking the most effective way solve it. 
Christian education the hope the nation; the 
hope, the only hope, every nation. And Germany 
elsewhere child-suicides will continue until there comes 
into the school and into the heart the child vital, inti- 
mate sense the nearness and holiness and infinite ten- 
derness God and the sacredness and grandeur human 
nature which the august person Our Savior was 
raised participation the divine. the organization

Christian Doctrine 
the foundation study, because religion the basic motive 
every life that truly lived. 


The “Talking Down” Rene Bazin, the dis- 
tinguished Catholic novelist, has recently called attention 
the limited cultural possibilities most books designed 
for children. Such books, claims, are far below the 


intelligence their prospective readers; their 


simplification discredits the child’s mind, suppresses in- 
tellectual effort, prevents the development the imag- 
ination. 

Every thinking teacher will agree with the French 
writer. What says true many textbooks; and 
especially true most the volumes winsomely 
displayed the children’s room the local public library. 
They are books—for the most part stories story 
form—conceived key such infantile simplicity 
childish the most unfavorable meaning the 
word, and written style that can most aptly desig- 
nated sort first aid the ignorant. 

And why? Largely, think, result the “talking 
down” fallacy. The books are “written down” what the 
writers fatuously suppose the level the child’s intelli- 
gence. interesting fact that when endeavor 
gauge the intelligence anybody whom assume 
our intellectual inferior, invariably underestimate 
it. consequence “talk down” people and “write 
down” people whom might just well talk and 
write terms easy equality. 

know few things more silly than the condescending 
efforts some fat and greasy citizen the world 
“talk down” class bright and alert school children. 
begins assuming that their interests are confined 
dolls and marbles and that they don’t know the meaning 
words two syllables. repeats the simplest 
ideas over and over and over again, though their mem- 
ories are not twenty times more retentive than his ever 
was. indulges out-and-out baby talk, the deep 
and sometimes manifest disgust his auditors, and gen- 
erally promises tell them “very pretty little” story 
before done. Well, the poor things wait for that 
story, for they are knowing the matter stories and 
decidedly critical; and usually when comes singu- 
larly bungled affair, obese with unnecessary explana- 
tions and pointless roll butter. 

Now, while true that one can’t say precisely the 
same things and the same way audience college 
graduates and class primary children, likewise 
true that children don’t need “talked down to” 
much some fancy. Dryden has wisely said, “What 
well said wit all languages;” and might have 
added that what wit truth beauty sublimity 
pathos for hearers maturity cannot entirely change its 
nature when addressed growing minds. 

once heard general the regular army, fresh from 
the Spanish war, address class schoolboys. didn’t 
try “talk down” them; didn’t worry about “meth- 
ods approach” any other pedagogical devices. 
merely had something say, and said it. And they 
understood his every word. Similarly, have seen ex- 
perienced journalist, full his profession, talk gram- 
mar class. talked right from the shoulder, just 
would have talked group mature men; and not one 
his words was wasted. Both those men had something 
say, and they had need “talking down” order 
make themselves understood. 

Another phase the subject must not overlooked. 
good thing for the immature mind brought 
bit beyond its depth. The experience will stimulat- 
ing, and the process will make grow faster and grow 
straighter. child’s reach must exceed his grasp. The 
average boy can brought appreciate lectures in- 
tended mainly for his elders and lose himself books 
not written authors the Dotty Dimples school. 


Short Cuts.—“Why,” college youth was asked, “do 
you devote much your time reading the dialogues 
Plato?” “Because,” was the answer, intend be- 
come civil engineer.” 

The young man was wise his generation—in this 
generation exceptionally wise. realized the lesson that 
President Hibben Princeton has lately been preaching 
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—the lesson that the longest way around often the 
shortest cut. Frequently, President Hibben says, “the 
most immediate and direct means bringing about de- 
sired end for that very reason tends neutralize itself, 
and thus defeat its own purpose. other words, there 
short cut knowledge. The particular task life 
must allowed for some time least remain the 
background thought and endeavor. thorough train- 
ing all the powers the man the best preparation 
the particular work, whatever may be, which awaits 

This thought let take for meditation, and for appli- 
cation during the vacation weeks. If, for few hours now 
and then, can manage forget that are teachers 
and dwell upon the fact that fundamentally are men 
and women, safe say work the class- 
room would more pleasurable and certainly more effi- 
cient.

This true all teachers, dancing, swimming, 
singing, grammar. group, not even college pro- 
fessors, exempt from this manifestation material in- 
terest. true the scientific department, which 
there much learn, and true the philosophy 
department, which there little learn. That one 
the reasons why usually takes two years one 
year’s work, and why many come out our schools 
and colleges uneducated.”

ST. TERESA, THE GREATEST WOMAN WRITER. 

fact not altogether without bearing upon mod- 
ern conceptions and what some persons 
call feminism that Carmelite nun, living sixteenth 
century Spain, the greatest woman writer the world. 
fact not altogether complimentary the fraternal 
spirit Catholics that the statement St. Teresa’s 
prominence should received with surprise. But all 
events fact upon which there singular unanimity 
opinion among those who ought know: The great- 
est woman writer the world St. Teresa Jesus, 
miracle genius,” declares Mr. Fitzmaurice-Kelly, “the 
single one all her sex who stands beside the world’s 
most perfect masters.” 

“Su amigo Teresiano,” the way which this day 
many her countrymen sign their letters, and the custom 
has been imitated more than one English-speaking en- 
thusiast with the profession, “Your Teresian friend.” Dif- 
ferent they were many respects, those two great 
bishops, Fenelon and Bossuet, agreed regarding 
the nun Avila one the earth’s greatest thinkers. 
The reading her books contributed largely the con- 
version the English poet, Richard Crashaw, whose 
metrical tribute her justifies his title Teresian bard. 
She was quoted with approval that staunch old Prot- 
estant divine, Jeremy Taylor; and more recent days the 
historian, James Anthony Froude, paid her the tribute 
his admiration. George Eliot, too, esteemed—nay, envied 
—Sister Teresa, the preface “Middlemarch” plainly 
shows; and the reformer Carmel appealed even the 
odious Voltaire. This means exhausts the list 
St. Teresa’s admirers, list that, were completed, would 
interesting document, for other reason than 
that would made literally all sorts and condi- 
tions men. 

THE PERSONALITY ST. TERESA: The story 
St. Teresa’s life—nowhere better told than 
reveals her most extraordinary woman both the 
order nature and the order grace. Born 
noble Castilian family 1515, she imbibed the principles 
Catholic devotion her very infancy with such excel- 
lent effect that the age five she out, accompanied 
her brother, find the Moors and receive the crown 
martyrdom. course relative had find the little 
runaways and bring them home; and then the child Teresa 
grew into thoroughly girlish girl, human enough 
giddy times and take delight the little vanities 
personal adornment and the delights idle conversation. 
the approach womanhood she received divine call 
the religious state, and after fighting against the voca- 
tion for three months, Teresa ran away from home again 
—this time enter the Carmelite convent Avila. Her 
father, man wise alike the ways the world and the 
ways God, length consented her taking the veil, 
and her religious life began with fervor and delight. 

But that first fervor did not last. That most dangerous 
all phenomena the religious life, period tepidity, 
came; and after devoting herself God and putting 
the insignia Christ, the young nun grew careless her 
religious duties and heedless her spiritual state. Such 
things have happened—and happen today—in even the 
best regulated communities; but Teresa’s case ex- 
ceptional thing occurred. Responding powerful grace, 
she abandoned her lukewarmness and became fervent 
and exemplary religious, and ultimately the reformer 
her order. She died 1582. 

Interesting must the history her reform 
Carmel, less pertinent the present study than the 
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personality the gifted woman who brought about. 
soft-spoken, dainty lady abbess the type dear 
writers fiction was St. Teresa. lady indeed she was 
birth and breeding—she never lets forget that 
muy limpia” flowed her veins but for all her 
monastic way life—perhaps, rather should say be- 
cause it—she knew how face real problems the 
hard and bitter outside world and surmount obstacles 
that might well daunt the bravest and most resolute 
men. 

Somebody has said that great characters are the result 
contrasts—even seeming contradictions. Such was 
the case with St. Teresa, who united her person the 
traits the Catholic mystic and the successful business 
woman. this day she quoted writers the 
spiritual life, and there disputing her right the 
title long since bestowed upon her, “Mater Spiritualium.” 
She knew what contemplation meant and the prayer 
union and ecstasy. She was indeed what her admirer 
Crashaw has called her, the “fair sister the seraphim” 
and “the moon maiden stars.” But not less truly was 
she “sweet incendiary,” the “undaunted daughter de- 
sires.” She possessed prudence and fortitude, tact and 
humor and common sense. She could meet bishops and 
grandees, merchants and laboring men and converse with 
them good, set terms. Unlike many mystic, she had 
the facility for directing and governing others. The Di- 
vine wisdom was ever with her; but hers likewise was 
worldly wisdom the best sense the word. knowl- 
edge these facts essential understanding her 
external labors especially essential understand- 
ing her writings. 

And then, too, St. Teresa was woman who suffered. 
She knew the meaning physical anguish, she learned 
the lessons sickness; often had she tasted the hope- 
less horror long nights when the body wrenched 
with pains and refuses the bidding the 
panic-stricken Thomas a’Kempis has rightly said 
that few are improved sickness; but also true that 
without some sort physical suffering not even the great- 
est souls reach sympathetic understanding human 
nature. and anguish—such the price that 
paid those who would probe the heart 
life. 

The great saint, because great hero, always 
pathetically alone; and because alone meets with 
almost incessant misunderstanding and opposition, even 
from persons who mean well and from persons who might 
expected constitute his allies and defenders. 
saint and heroine, Sister Teresa Jesus experienced 
during the greater part her life that most irritating 
form antagonism, the contradiction men and women 
who meant just and righteous. She was called 
fanatic, breeder dissention, restless, disobedient, con- 
tumacious; unworthy motives were attributed her, her 
virtue and religious spirit attacked. And the face 
all she manifested her true greatness bowing ever 
lawful authority, even when its rulings were ill-considered 
and unjust, preserving silence under the fiercest blows 
malice and unholy zeal and even agreeing with her 
persecutors that she was truly sinful woman. If, 
Milton has it, great book the precious life-blood 
master spirit, not surprising that the writings St. 
Teresa rank high the literature the world. 

THE WORKS ST. TERESA: (1) Her most cele- 


brated work, one that has not unjustly been compared 
with that supreme autobiography the world, The Con- 
fessions St. Augustine, her life, written herself 
the command her confessor. earlier version lost,

but the authentic text was completed 1565. 

(2) the “Relations,” completed the year before 
her death, she continues the account her life, the 
special graces bestowed upon her and the revelations 
with which she was favored. 

(3) “The Interior Castle” held many critics 
her masterpiece. was written four weeks during 
the year 1577 time when the saint was sorely afflicted 
body and mind. Spanish better known “Las 
Moradas” Mansions”), since deals with the man- 
sions rooms the castle the soul. “The Interior 
Castle” straightforward exposition St. Teresa’s 
views mental prayer and her experience the prac- 
tice thereof. 

“The Book the Foundations” was begun Sala- 
manca 1573 and was completed from time time dur- 
ing the remainder her life. the story her ex- 
ternal life, her life founder and reformer.

More ac- 
curately might said that ranges from the conversa- 
tional the oratorical. There literary affectation 
about St. Teresa. She wrote, not because she wanted 
write, but because she had write. Sometimes, too, she 
wrote when ill body and troubled spirit and her in- 
numerable occupations left her but scant leisure wherein 
wield the pen. view all this not surprising 
that hers desultory style. all her writings she in- 
dulges numerous digressions; but those digressions are 
eminently worth while that this quality her writing 
have everywhere.in her says Father Coleridge, 
number most valuable digressions, and anyone 
who would try her the strict rules literary composi- 
tion she may seem wander about. But the digressions 
St. Teresa are worth more than the direct and formal 
reasons and discourse others, and there is, besides, al- 
ways clear connection what she says with her main 
subject.” 


style the most perfect which 
style all. other words, the supreme excellence 
writing the quality flawless transparency which 
makes window into the mind and soul the writer. 
This characteristic manifest the writings St. Te- 
resa; her noble and holy spirit shines out upon from 
the printed page. Writes one her English admirers, 
Mrs. Cunninghame Graham: “Her every mood re- 
vealed with naive simplicity and frankness. Sometimes 
didactic and moralizing, like the thorough old Castilian 
she was; sometimes vague and visionary; occasionally ris- 
ing lofty strain lyrism that has never been sur- 
passed, bursting into vein impassioned eloquence, 
seems the sounds her voice actually ring through 
the reader’s ears. one ever wrote Castilian 
more forcible and energetic.” 


That last statement might suspected the outcome 
indiscriminate admiration were not piece with 
the dicta many competent and cool-headed critics. 
“The marvel is,” declares Mr. Fitzmaurice-Kelly, “where 
she acquired her perfect style.” 1904 the Spanish 
elist Echegaray was the recipient the Nobel prize for 
literature. When asked what method used cultivate 
his gifts artist words, his answer was that when 
going over his manuscripts for the last time made 
practice read daily some the letters St. Teresa. 
“They are,” said he, “the best specimens know 
ideal prose style.” 

the case St. Teresa, style—and doubtless she

average and surmounted them bravely with prayer her 
heart and smile her lips. all means, let not 
forget that smile.

“Do not imitate those poor unfortunate people who, 
soon they have acquired little piety, assume 
gloomy and peevish air and seem afraid speak 
breathe lest their piety should fly away.” 

Universal appeal. Father Time the ruthless arbiter 
literary values. Critics may rage and appreciators de- 
vise vain things, but judges judgment just. The gay 
garlands the idle singer empty day are rubbish 
the morrow; the brows the writer who writes not 
for age but for all time are crowned with immortal 
laurel. The voice that chants, ever shrill, the 
passing aspirations the hour leaves echo the house 
life but the voice that the voice silent centuries 
striving and love will blend even with the trumpet 
judgment. Knowing these things, know why St.Teresa 
rightly regarded the world’s greatest woman writer. 

What other woman has left written record soul 
experiences searching and profound What other 
woman has touched life intimately and many 
What other woman has incorporated book 
what her first editor, Father Luis Leon, called “the 
highest and most generous philosophy that was ever 
dreamed”? good sooth, “’tis not ‘Spanish, but ’tis 
Heaven she speaks.” 

Behind every piece world literature lies that which 
the voice our common humanity that speaks the 
great books. sense vital kinship with the great writ- 
ers; they understand us, they express us. St. Teresa, little 
though she suspected it, and little though she sought the 
distinction, belongs their illustrious company. Car- 
melite nun, the light God shining her soul, becomes 
one the supreme interpreters life. 

And her works have been translated into every Euro- 
pean language; and so, Cervantes excepted, Spanish 
author widely known she; and her enthusiastic 
readers are drawn from every rank society, from every 
form religious belief; and so, across the gulf nearly 
four centuries, her message love and holiness and spir- 
itual striving comes fresh and vigorous. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE CLASSROOM: The life 
St. Teresa, sketched few rapid, illuminating strokes 
the teacher, constitutes the first step. Then would 
come the reading excerpts from the autobiographical 
works the saint. these readings the concentric 
method should employed that the class would grad- 
ually learn more and more the spirit the writer. The 
reading must, course, selected with the greatest care 
the teacher because, the case with all great writ- 
ers, St. Teresa does not confine herself the child’s view 
life the range the child’s experiences. The 
principal aim the study should arouse the class 
warm personal admiration for St. Teresa and in- 
creased devotion the ideals life and duty which St. 
Teresa heroically embodied her life and her works. 
The children will learn much they reach realization 
that the saints, erecting the edifice personal sanctity, 
builded, with God’s ever-present grace, upon the founda- 
tion their natural character, eliminating what was unfit 
and turning all else the glory God. 

For class mottoes, daily reminders and the like ample 
material will found among the epigrammatic utterances 
the saint, especially her maxims. fruitful field 
correlation will found the nature and the history 
the great religious orders the Church.

fluenced the country for greatness smallness. About 
such events will found men who fashioned them, and 
the pupil must understand these men understands 
fact importance the present day, not characters 
unimportant past, but real men with difficulties 
overcome and glory gain, even the child himself. 
The child must taught how study history; distin- 
guish clearly between historical events merely passing 
influence and great events lasting influence really shap- 
ing the destiny country. 

Then, too, the child should trained vivify the 
facts history connecting fact with fact; rough 
drawings the district which the personages played 
their part; looking the events they took place, 
not deprived their main detail, nor yet disturbed 
unimportant incidents which may dismissed few 
words tactful explanation. enumeration facts, 
so-called dates, the names men and places; as- 
signing lesson which has not been taught, may 
memory exercise, but does not call into action that good 
judgment which needed understand history correctly. 

Ideals Gained from History. 

3ut our children must derive from history far more 
than the power understanding it; they must trained 
admire deeds done for love country, sacrifices made 
for virtue’s sake, examples heroism really great men 
displayed their unshaken fidelity God’s holy law and 
divinely instituted church. the Athenian statesman, 
Pericles, expressed it, fix your eyes upon the great- 
ness your country until you become filled with love 
her; and when you are impressed the spectacle her 
glory, reflect that this empire has been acquired men 
who knew their duty and had the courage it.” -If 
this Pagan philosopher, more than four hundred years be- 
fore Christ, taught that men who know their duty should 
have the courage it, should training the young, 
guide them admire not merely the greatness our 
national heritage, but also the supreme excellence our 
Catholic heritage, and this all the more the history 
our country, which from the beginning furnishes such 
array noble men and noble deeds. 

Thus they study the wonderful history their na- 
tive land, “they will learn prize their birthright more 
highly and treasure more carefully. Their patriotism 
must kindled when they see how slowly, yet how glori- 
ously, this tree liberty has grown, what storms have 
wrenched its boughs, what brave hearts have defended it, 
loving even unto death. heritage thus sanctified 
the heroism and devotion the fathers can not but elicit 
the choicest care and tenderest love the sons.” 

Realization Faith and Zeal. 
Let the child see not merely the discoverer the frail 
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vessel his day daring cross the unknown ocean for 
the sake power and wealth, but point out the real mo- 
tive; call attention the courage and sacrifice self 
which this motive made possible and ennobled; guide the 
child observe the spirit that prompted the colonist 
his actions toward his fellow pioneers and toward the na- 
tive Indian. Enable the child realize the faith and zeal 
for souls the missionary, which made him endure such 
hardships the interest civilization and religion; make 
possible for the child appreciate that the leaders 
our Colonial struggles, the generals our Revolutionary 
war, the commanders our Civil war, the admirals 
our naval battles, based their success their devoted, 
ever ready sacrifice personal interest their love for 
the common good and welfare their native land. 

training this kind will awaken our children 
sense responsibility, love country, zeal for God’s 
glory; will make life virtuous and duty glorious, and will, 
more than anything else, train the children realize that 
they must “run their course” did these great men 
history, finding success generous sacrifice self, 
that bravery which surmounts difficulties, and that per- 
sistent courage which insures victory. 


Three-fold Purpose Geography. 

Geography should made serve three-fold pur- 
pose. should give practically useful information, 
should assist mental training, and should become 
ready means general culture. 

teaching this subject there danger burdening 
the memory the pupils with number facts, losing 
sight the relation they bear each other. Serious 
this omission is, there still greater danger neglecting 
the intellectual training observation, imagination and 
judgment. this training must direct our efforts. 
For facts are soon forgotten, particularly when discon- 
nected; but the training that may obtained their 
acquisition something permanent. This training will 
assured the pupil made realize vividly the actual 
facts geography—the country its outline, the moun- 
tain its height, the river its course, the valley its 
appearance, the city its locality, the commercial route 
its start and finish, the coast its bays and harbors, 
the forest its size, the cultivated field its acreage. 

After the pupil has been guided observe the facts 
geography broad, sweeping lines vividly presented, 
his imagination can aroused action, that “by easy 
and gentle gradation may overlook and survey nature 
for Thus will trained discover the 
fundamental principles economics—that wealth orig- 
inally derived from the soil, which furnishes the raw ma- 
terial that man converts into exchangeable articles; that 
easy transit, though not absolutely necessary, generally 
favorable the distribution wealth; that dense popu- 
lations are found where wealth accessible, where the 
conditions life are not laborious, such mineral-pro- 
ducing districts, manufacturing centers, seaports, fertile 
valleys. Hence the pupil should trained trace the 
rise city, its progress wealth and civilization; 
see why two cities the same country one station- 
ary, the other progressive; inquire into the causes 
migration peoples from one district country an- 
other, and connect these and other phenomena with 
physical and climatic conditions. 

When geographical facts have this way been im- 
pressed upon the memory the pupil, their cultural value 
will greatly enhanced. Geography its very meaning 
study the earth its relation man. him the 
earth was given for home wherein work out the object 
his creation. The marvels nature, therefore, should 
not merely arouse the pupil his powers observation, 
imagination and memory, but should train his mind see 
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them feeble image the majesty and beauty their 
all-wise Author and Designer. study except religion 
adapted train the intellect and cul- 
tivate the heart the study geography. brings 
closest contact with nature and nature’s God, whose 
divine hand moulds the phenomena nature well 
the destiny man.” 
Training Penmanship. 

Training penmanship, based science entirely, 
apart from its own great usefulness, has cultural weight 
practical value. trains the hand accuracy; cul- 
tivates appreciation neatness; trains the eye 
proportion; strengthens the powers observation; and 
does all these most natural way, making moreover 
the mastery other subjects more complete and lasting. 
Very often the penmanship pupil who well trained 
composition illegible that the practical value 
the composition seriously lessened. So, too, not few 
are quite proficient arithmetic work, but the penman- 
ship their numbers makes them all but illegible. 
fact, not unusual find child fit graduate 
grammar school subjects woefully incapable writing 
with ease, legibility and speed. 

year ago the muscular movement writing was 
strongly advocated, and the principals the schools were 
urgently requested adopt it, and see that their grade 
teachers studied, practiced and mastered this system 
penmanship. truly gratifying report how enthusi- 
astically, conscientiously and completely earnest sug- 
gestion has been put into practice principals and teach- 
ers. The results attained are most encouraging our 
diocese 107 schools out total 119 have adopted the 
muscular movement writing. During the past year alone 
224 grade teachers have received their final certificate 
this system penmanship; 1,507 pupils during the last 
school year similarly passed the final test the system, 
also receiving their certificate. Such results could not 
have been attained except the co-operation teachers 
with their principals; the latter guiding, encouraging, 
net commanding, realizing that the 
tendent must rely upon the principal for the carrying out 
his suggestions and advice. 

The Problem Home Work. 

recent years the advisability assigning home 
work pupils, especially elementary schools, seri- 
ously questioned. (Home work includes home study.) 
The reasons given those who would dispense with 
home work are based either hygiene psychology 
and should noted that these educators presume noth- 
ing more than the average favorable conditions children 
school and home. 

must not forget that home work means, not 
any sense the aim education, and that this means, like 
any other, abused injudiciously unreasonably em- 
ployed. Some home work should find its place our 
teaching methods, and entitled that place without 
encroaching hygiene sound psychology. The home 
task gives most salutary training developing sense 
duty, industry and self-reliance; trains assume re- 
sponsibilities courageously; what has been taught, 
and this individually and independently; what 
the child does not like because knows ought 
done. “The whole education the youth,” says Pro- 
fessor Muensterberg Harvard University, “ought 
cation means actual threat the social 
speaking along these same lines this year’s September 
number the Atlantic Monthly, Miss Agnes Repplier, 
article entitled “Our Loss Nerve,” says most ap- 
propriately:

enjoyment cannot with safety accepted determin- 
ing factor education, and that the mental and moral dis- 
cipline which comes hard and perhaps unwilling study 
worth mine pleasantly acquired information. 
not, after smattering chemistry, acquaint- 
ance with the habits bees, which will carry our chil- 
dren through life; but capacity for doing what they

“The assumption that children should never coerced 
into self-control, and never confronted with difficulties, 
makes for failure nerve. The assumption that young 
people should never confronted with responsibilities, 
and never, under any stress circumstances, deprived 
the pleasures which are longer privilege, but their 
sacred and inalienable right, makes for failure nerve.” 

maintain that there should some judiciously se- 
lected home work, but that should exacted according 
all the circumstances known surround the child; that 
the length these home tasks should increase with the 
grade the pupil. 

Judicious assignment implies that the work done 
home has already been taught; that the purpose 
attained not merely keep the child busy, but secure 
personal progressive effort. 

not purpose lay down any rules which 
detail must followed; but the following amount 
home work which under ordinary conditions may pru- 
dently exacted: the first grade, home work; the 
second, fifteen minutes; the third, thirty minutes; 
the fourth, forty-five minutes; the fifth, one hour, 
the sixth and seventh, one and one-half hours; the 
eighth, two hours. 

the Elementary Course Too Long? 

The opinion fast making headwary that too many 
years are devoted elementary training before the pu- 
pils complete the course which will enable them begin 
life’s practical work. Similarly not few educators would 
lessen the number years now given high school and 
college studies, realizing that somewhere the system 
education there wastage least two years, with 
the consequence that our professional men, priests, doc- 
tors, lawyers and others enter upon their profession too 
late life. There need here examine this latter 
view directly; but calls for notice because its bearing 
the important question, how many years should de- 
voted elementary training? 

The eight-year elementary system judged 
pedagogically and economically unsound, fact, “his-

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TRAINING CHRISTIAN LIFE. 

the catechism classes, home and school, the 
whole work religious instruction and education should 
tend make the child good Christian, true disciple 
Jesus Christ. The principal points this introduction 
the Christian life may treated briefly under the fol- 
lowing heads: 

The Christian spirit; 

The Christian conscience 

Christian practices. 

The Christian Spirit. 

Many our contemporaries see Christianity noth- 
ing but system exterior practices, the heritage tra- 
dition, leaving influence whatever the nature our 
existence. This error much the more baleful be- 
cause tends influence the practical life so-called 
Catholics. the catechist’s duty combat this error 
and teach his pupils that, although the Christian life 
needs liturgic practices manifest its presence and 
feed its strength, yet its true center the inmost re- 
cesses the soul, where regulates and sanctifies our 
thoughts, our desires, our affections, our resolutions—in 
word, all our actions. 

The substance this interior life formed and fash- 
ioned the exercise the three theological virtues: 
Faith, Hope, and Charity. 

raising our minds God and making them cleave 
His word, Faith reforms our judgments and teaches 
estimate the world, its riches and its pleasures the 
their value God’s eyes, and, therefore, look upon 
them being themselves vain and empty, but being 
for occasion merit demerit, according the 
use that make them. 

Hope fixes our gaze heaven, whither directs our 
desires and affections. far also detaches from 
earth and protects against the seductions pleasure 
and the allurements sin. 

Charity the exercise earth that love which, 
heaven, will forever unite inseparably God and His 
elect. 

Although charity the noblest these three virtues, 
although the end and aim the catechist’s labors, 
yet the other two virtues demand assiduous culture, for 
they are very truth the roots man’s spiritual life. 
Even when grievous sin comes killing blight upon the 
tree divine charity, the roots still remain and, the 
grace the Holy Ghost, who will cause the sap cir- 
culate, the tree may later put forth new shoots. 

Therefore, always speak your pupils the language 
Oppose, reject forcibly every idea, every maxim 
contrary faith. Enkindle hope them; often point out 
heaven them and describe its incomparable excellence. 
Treat your pupils elect heaven, and speak them 
that blessed country they all were really possess 
it. “When you heaven. When shall 
united with God. desire for heaven and 
confidence that one can gain are most powerful agents 
for keeping the soul the right way and leading surely 
the goal. 

our fallen state, these three virtues, and the others 
that form their attractive bodyguard, can attain complete 
development only those souls that triumph over mul- 
titude evil influences coming from the devil, the world, 
and their passions. each there perpetual 
strife between good and evil, between virtue and vice. 
this truth you must not leave your pupils ignorance. 
your duty instruct them and train them for this 
spiritual combat, whose issue must their everlasting 
happiness their undying woe. Now, combating 


that they learn combat; denying themselves 
innocent pleasures that they develop strength resist the 
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assaults the evil one. Hence that the Christian 
spirit not merely spirit faith and love; also, 
and necessary consequence, spirit sacrifice. Our 
Lord unceasingly reminds this great truth: any 
man will come after Me, let him deny himself, and take 
his cross daily, and follow Me. would denial 
your Master, betrayal souls, dissimulate weaken 
this doctrine salvation, and let children grow 
that self-indulgence which would soon bring their ruin. 

word, the Christian spirit spirit zeal, spirit 
apostolate and conquest. the nature fire 
spread. greater degree than material fire does 
this property belong that divine fire which Jesus came 
kindle upon earth. After receiving it, you should not 
shut your heart, but communicate those with 
whom you come contact. Every Christian should, 
some extent, apostle would not see this fire 
divine charity die out his own heart. Undoubtedly, 
the display zeal should regulated prudence; but 
take care lest, under the pretext prudence, you extin- 
guish altogether. Zeal for your neighbor’s welfare 
the best preservative your own virtue, provided that 
practicing you take the necessary precautions and fol- 
low the directions wise and enlightened guide. 

The Christian Conscience. 

The Christian conscience possesses both light and 
strength: light discern good from evil, and strength 
cleave the former and energetically reject the latter. 

But needs formed, and this formation not 
the least important your works catechist. There- 
fore, teach your pupils judge themselves and judge 
all things not the false standards worldly prejudice, 
but the light everlasting truth. the same time 
strive inspire them with such love for what good 
and such horror for what evil that nothing may ever 
turn them from the path known duty. “This good; 
that wrong;” therefore, away with all dallying—the 
point settled! truly Christian conscience offers 
invincible resistance evil; bait can lure it, menace 
affright it, oppression bend its resolution. Such was 
the conscience revealed the midst most frightful 
torments millions millions martyrs. the 
old law was not without sublime examples set those 
who were young years and even members the 
weaker sex. Joseph urged sin the wife his 
master; Susanna placed the infamous elders, her 
judges, the cruel dilemma shameful death in- 
fidelity God; the three Hebrew youths, companions 
Daniel, condemned the flames the fiery furnace; the 
seven brothers Machabees, etc.—let such examples, which 
holy Church ceaselessly calls our minds, lesson 
and source young Christians our 
day the midst their difficulties! 

very clear your explanation moral questions; 
point out distinctly what commanded, what forbid- 
den, and what permitted; what obligation, and 
what counsel. directing the way better gifts, 
the Apostle wishes, your guard against exaggera- 
tion doctrine and all impulsive eagerness practice. 

Determine accurately the proper sequence the ful- 
fillment duty. First all, whatever the cost, mor- 
tal sin must shunned. Then the greater venial sins 
should attacked; after these, the slighter venial sins, 
and, last all, mere imperfections. 

Among the moral precepts there are four particular 
which you should constantly recall your pupils, for they 
constitute the very foundation their conscienée and 
their moral nature. These are: 

Reverence—respect for religion and for God’s holy 
name; 

Love the truth—horror lying; 

Honesty—horror theft; 
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impurity and everything that 
leads thereto. 

Add practical means preservation from sin, 
flight from occasions sin and especially from evil com- 
panions and dangerous reading. 

But the Christian conscience must not only trained 
face evil like strong fortress which the enemy can 
neither take nor reduce; must also, like invading 
army, assume attitude and, far from await- 
ing the enemy’s attack, must press forward and resolutely 
drive him back. army condemned keep the de- 
fensive lost unless help comes betimes. Hence, you 
must train your young Christian pupils combat their 
defects and their vicious inclinations, the fruitful sources 
many sins. 

them, future champions truth, you should 
strive develop early life combative ardor against 
secret societies and other enemies God and the 
Church. have hated them with perfect hatred, says the 
royal prophet; and they are become enemies me. 
this great ruler, therefore, there were none the futile 
objections, common today, between his conscience 
private individual and his conscience king engaged 
affairs government. this translated into the 
language children means, according 
“When grow up, will this that; will defend the 
Church and her priests; will never cppose their work,” 
etc. For Catholic children the priest the very personi- 
fication religion. 

How, are you reconcile this hatred the 
wicked with the precent charity? this way: 
sincerely love all men, even our enemies; ardently de- 
sire the conversion sinners and pray for them; but 
when they pose enemies God oppose them, 
order prevent the spread evil and give occasion 
for the conversion the wicked. 

While you are strengthening the conscience the 
children and, the words the Psalmist, are preparing 
their hands fight and their fingers war, not forget 
inculcate lessons Christian humility; not, indeed, 
with view make them timid and cowardly, but 
teach them put their whole trust God, Him 
all dangers, draw from Him the strength become 
invincible all combats and victorious over all enemies. 


Christian Practices. 

Out all the practices Christian piety, special at- 
tention should paid prayer, confession, the holy Mass 
and holy Communion. is, therefore, order indi- 
cate the principal devotions suitable children. 

PRAYER.—In various places this book mention has 
been made the great duty prayer and the means 
taken form the habit prayer children. In- 
sistence this topic should not matter astonish- 
ment. heaven the perpetual occupation, the supreme 
happiness the elect prayer. Here earth, where 
Christians are apprentices for the life the blessed, 
prayer should tend become with them almost unin- 
terrupted respiration. should sanctify and sweeten 
all their acts referring them God. Even through the 
obscurity the veil faith, should, far possible, 
unite them Him who their supreme good, their last 
and only end. 

Prayer the life all other religious practices; ani- 
mates them and gives them their value and their efficacy. 
Even the sacraments, great channels grace they are, 
are least part subject the same law. is, indeed, 
true that, according the teaching the Church, the 
sacraments operate themselves virtue their divine 
institution; but, just the quantity water drawn from 
spring depends the capacity the vessel brought 
receive it, the efficacy the sacraments, though not 
limited itself, yet limited fact and proportionate 
the dispositions the 

Now, these dispositions are revealed the degree and 
the intensity prayer which the soul becomes capable. 
prayer that the soul prepares for the sacrament; 
while engaged prayer that the soul receives the 
sacrament; and also prayer that preserves the 
fruits the sacrament. 

Prayer the key heaven. opens the gates para- 
dise and procures the help necessary enter therein. 
the soul avoids difficulties and triumphs over obstacles. 
its means obtains pardon for sin and perseverance 


good. St. Liguori sums its power these words: 
“He will saved; who does not pray will 
damned.” dear catechist, how great the impor- 
tance your mission, since your duty teach many 
the great art prayer! 

The manner teaching children the formulas 
prayer and enabling them understand their meaning, 
has already been pointed out; but develop them the 
spirit prayer, without which all your labor would 
vain, the chief means become man prayer and 
meditation yourself. Only who accustomed con- 
verse with God can speak worthily God and excite 
others relish for prayer. For piety gift 
the Holy Ghost; and communicate others God 
makes use those who are filled with themselves. Let 
then the great longing your heart become 
man God, man prayer; filled with God’s 
grace, order impart others, especially the 
dear souls entrusted your care. 


CONFESSION.—Who can tell the extent God’s 
mercies? knoweth our frame, says the Psalmist, 
that are dust. Therefore, father 
hath compassion his children, hath the Lord com- 
passion them that fear Him. According the height 
the heaven above the earth, hath strengthened His 
mercy toward them that fear Him. Now, all the in- 
ventions God’s mercy, none surpasses the sacrament 
Penance ingenious condescension and marvelous effic- 
acy. Would possible for even God make the con- 
ditions pardon less than they are? Sincere repentance, 
humble avowal one’s faults consecrated minister, 
and immediately, his word, grace descends and again 
takes possession the heart from which had been ban- 
ished. changes sinner and reprobate into just 
soul, into saint worthy admitted the realms 
undying glory. 

Often meditate the excellence this sacrament, 
and inspire your pupils with profound esteem for its 
worth. Teach them shun sin, resist temptation with 
all their strength; but, they should have the misfortune 
fall, let them make haste rise again. confess 
our sins, says St. John, faithful and just, forgive 
our sins, and cleanse from all iniquity. Like this 
great apostle, make use the thought God’s goodness 
and mercy turn your pupils from evil: little chil- 
dren, these things write you, that you may not sin. 
Then add with him: But any man sin, have advo- 
cate with the Father, Jesus Christ the just; and the 
propitiation for our sins; and not for ours only, but also 
for those the whole world. 

not part the plan this book insist the 
necessity frequent confession for children. Gerson 
looked upon the most efficacious means lead them 
Jesus Christ and train them honorable Chris- 
tian life. sufficient here add our humble voice 
the weighty authority this pious doctor, and merely 
beg the priests the Lord always extend kindly 
welcome the children and the youths who seek their 
ministrations. they once meet with rebuff, they 
are obliged wait long time, many them will become 
discouraged never come again. Moreover, the in- 
vitation given our Holy Father all Christians re- 
sume the custom frequent and even daily communion 
inevitably entails least relative frequency confession.

THE PURPLE MARTIN 


William Dutcher Audubon Educational Leaflet, 
No. 


The Purple Martin and its Pacific coast relative, the 
Western Martin, are too well known need detailed 
description. The adult male lustrous blue-back, the 
wings and tail being slightly duller. The adult female 
and the young both sexes are grayish brown, glossed 
with steel-blue upper parts, while beneath they are 
dark gray, shading into whitish the belly.

THE MARTIN’S NEST 

During summer the Martin bird very wide 
distribution temperate North America; autumn 
migrates the tropics where spends the winter. 
There are eight species this genus the Swallow 
family, all them being confined America. Before 
the man discovered and settled the western 
world, generations Martins had made their annual 
journeys from their tropical winter homes the tem- 
perate parts both continents. Their nesting sites 
were then hollow trees caves. While forests 
and rocky retreats have not been entirely abandoned 
the Martins yet many them now breed homes 
provided for them man. The red man, true lover 
nature, invited the cheerful Martins remain about 
his tepee erecting pole which hung hollow 
gourd, for nesting place. The white successor the 
aborigine has adopted his red brother’s bird friend, 
often providing far more elaborate home for its use. 
some the southern states there widespread 
practice attracting Martins about homes follow- 
ing the Indian’s example putting poles from the

tops which are suspended cross-bars cluster 
gourds. There the birds readily adopt these nesting 
places. Sometimes colonies eight ten pairs are 
collected for the season this way. addition 
their cheerful chattering and short snatchy songs, the 
birds are considered great value the raisers 
poultry, because their readiness attack any hawk 
crow that comes the neighborhood. 

there anything the bird world that represents 
home life and community interests well col- 
ony Martin? Contentment, happiness. prosperity 
are here, and the cheerful social twitter the Martins. 
and their industrious habits are continual sermon. 
from the air their brothers the earth. The only note 
discord one these happy colony houses from. 
the pugnacious English Sparrow, who covets the com- 
fortable homes the Martins and tries evict the 
rightful owners and substitute his harsh, disagreeable 
chatter for their pleasant voices. 

The value the Martin the human race very 
great. The birds are preeminently aerial that their 
food necessarily consists flying insects. Among 
these may some the dreaded Stegomyia. 
well-established fact that this and other species mos- 
quito convey both malarial and yellow fever. Every 
mosquito, therefore, that destroyed Martin, or, 
fact, any bird, lessens much the chance the 
spread fever plagues. Human lives are sacrificed 
every year; immense sums money are expended for 
investigation and prevention yellow fever, yet 
some localities where this scourge found, the Mar- 
tin not understood and appreciated should be. 
one human life saved each year thru the destruc- 
tion fever-bearing mosquitoes the Martins, and 
other birds, sufficient reason why the lives 
these valuable birds should sacred. 
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The Martin also known feed other injurious 
insects. Dr. Packard found one the compartments 
Martin box “literally packed with the dried re- 
mains little yellow and black squash beetle;” and 
the same authors state that “ten Nebraska specimens 
examined Professor Aughey, had eaten two hundred 
and sixty-five locusts and one hundred and sixty-one 
other insects.” 

portions the northern range the Martin 
undoubtedly decreasing numbers and the houses 
which were once animated their welcome presence 
are now deserted occupied the omnipresent Eng- 
lish Sparrow. 

While their absence may, some instances, ac- 
counted for the persecutions this introduced fea- 
ther pest, and also mortality among the young birds, 
occasioned cold weather prolonged storms during 
the nesting season, now seems that their disappear- 
ance small measure due their destruction 
the south during their migration. 

issue the Charleston, South Carolina, 
some time ago, the following item appeared: “The sport 
shooting Bats (Nighthawks) and Martins practised 
every year all over the state and thousands these 
insect-destroyers are annually slain.” The editor says: 
“The officers many counties are looking out for vio- 
lators the bird law and intend stop the evil prac- 
tice.” response inquiry, the fact was disclosed 
that Charleston the Martins were considered some- 
thing nuisance account their roosting the 
trees the parks night; effort was made drive 
them out turning the fire-hose them with little 
slaughter but effective dispersion. 

Mr. Gilbert Pearson, the secretary this associa- 
tion, contributes the following gruesome story about 
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Martins North Carolina, and truly adds: “This 
one the wild creatures which increased rapidly with 
the advance civilization the United States until 
recent years, and its present decrease must large 
measure due the persecution which receiving 
today many localities the southern states. 


“Martins are accustomed gather large flocks 
during the latter part summer for the purpose 
roosting some favored grove. they journey south- 
ward, apparently, these flocks increase size, and the 
writer has several occasions watched the birds com- 
ing their roosts the evening astonishing num- 
bers, estimated 100,000. They seem prefer 
grove, near human habitation, for their nightly ren- 
dezvous. They create little comment the neigh- 
borhood because their numbers, and their con- 
tinuous chatter and fluttering, particularly during the 
early part the night. There usually little preju- 
dice against them, but not infrequently the people 
the neighborhood make excuse that the birds are 
nuisance and proceed shoot into the flocks when they 
come roost. 


SLAUGHTER THE SOUTH 


“At Wrightsville Beach, North Carolina, great num- 
ber these migrating birds gathered, the past sum- 
mer 1905 and chose their nightly roosting place 
the grove summer hotel. The proprie or, wishing 
rid himself them, invited number his neigh- 
bors, who, lying wait for the birds, fired into the 
trees and continued shoot until the ground was liter- 
ally covered with the dead and dying birds, and for 


days after wounded Martins could found fluttering 
about the neighboring lawns and roadsides. Estimates 
the number birds killed vary from 8,000 15,000. 
Upon hearing this tragic violation the law the 
North Carolina Audubon Society sent warden 
prosecute the offending parties, twelve whom were 
convicted and fined the local court. The warden, 
prevent any further slaughter, arranged number 
tar barrels the windward the grove and fired them 
the evening, thus creating dense smoke, which, 
drifting over the grove, drove the birds away and they 
were not seen again. citizen the place said had 
been very noticeable that since the Mar- 
tins there had been less mosquitoes than for many 
years previous, and thought that the community 
would never again allow these valuable birds 
slaughtered that Mr. Pearson also speaks 
finding the birds nesting over electric street lamps 
Platt City, Florida, and under the eaves buildings 
Clearwater, Florida. 

With comparatively little effort many people could in- 
duce the Martins spend the summer with them 
they would only provide suitable nesting accommoda- 
tions for the little wanderers when spring they come 
flying northward and from the sky above eagerly scan 
the yards and fields the hope finding some inviting 
place tarry and build their nests.

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Gardiner Canyon, Yellowstone Park 


Tho various explorers the Northwest traversed 
portions the territory now included the Yellow- 
stone Park different periods, beginning more than 
hundred years ago, the real discovery the park 
came 1869-71.

The region included the boundaries Yellowstone 
Park principally located Northwestern Wyoming. 
There narrow strip the north lying Mon- 
tana, and strip the west Idaho. the largest 
and oldest our national parks. established 
law, its area 3,312 square miles, more than 2,000,000 
acres. the northwest, north,, east, and south 
quite closely hemmed various high rocky moun- 
tain subranges, whose highest peaks attain altitude 
from 10,000 12,000 feet above sea level. Between 
these ranges the park plateau very undulating one, 
from 7,000 8,300 feet elevation above the sea, diversi- 
fied with numerous mountain ranges and peaks. 
region much rain and snowfall, particularly between 
autumn and spring, and the forest development great, 
and the park flora unusual and varied. 

1883 the Northern Pacific railway completed its 
Park line from Livingston the northern boundary 
the Park—now known the Gardiner Gateway—and 
thereby opened easy and convenient way the Park 
and may justly said, the natural way. 

The Park under the control the Department 
the Interior, and acting superintendent, who 
army officer, has immediate charge. Under him there 
are four troops cavalry constantly the Park po- 
lice and protect from acts vandalism. The head- 
quarters are Fort Yellowstone (Mammoth Hot 
Springs) five miles from the

There are five principal 
fields, centers, interest the Hot 
Springs, Lower and Upper Geyser Basins, Yellowstone 
Lake, and the Grand Canyon. each these points 
there large, modern equipped hotel. The three new- 
est and finest, Old Faithful Inn, the Upper Basin; the 
Colonial, the Lake; and the latest one, the Grand 
Canyon, represent expenditure well toward mil- 
lion The new and beautiful Grand Canyon 
Hotel was opened the public June 15, 1911. This 
hotel will rival the finest resort places the world.

The Woman’s Civic Club Holly, Colo., desiring 
help the girls that community become more 
cient the common duties housekeeping, co-operates 
with the school the teaching household art.

The 
preparation and serving the luncheon, also the con- 
versation and manners the guests, are carefully criti- 
cised both teacher and pupils. 

Occasionally the various divisions visit the grocery 
store learn how order groceries, the meat market 


learn distinguish the different cuts meat, the 

furniture store plan for the furnishing home, 

the hardware store plan for the purchase kitchen 

utensils. During the summer months the work carried 

along the mothers the homes, who follow the out- 

line the teacher leaves with the leader the civic club. 
The advantages claimed for the plan are:

GREAT CATHEDRALS THE 
WORLD—TOLEDO AND LIMA. 
Numbers and Our Series 
Illustrated Studies Begun 
Cathedral Toledo, Spain. 

Many and various have been the 
vicissitudes the stately cathedral 
Toledo. the days the Visigothic 
kings, the church was dedicated the 
Blessed Virgin King Recared, 
587. 712 the Moors captured the 
city and the cathedral became 
mosque. 

King St. Ferdinand destroyed the 
original church 1227, and upon 
the same site laid the foundations for 
the present edifice, which 
ing continuously for two hundred and 
sixty-five years. 

The building was practically com- 
pleted 1493, but the chapel, sacristy 
and reliquary are much later date, 
and only one the towers has been 
finished.

torical accident,” which leaves today with over- 
loaded curriculum. “The reform the curriculum,” 
writes Dr. Howard, the secretary the Catholic Educa- 
tional Association, “is the most. important problem 
practical nature that have before us. The demand 
for this reform voiced secular educators with much 
insistence. possible for get much better 
organization our work simplifying the elementary 
education and fixing more definitely the purposes 
our secondary education. can service the edu- 
cation our country thereby. need ascertain what 
can do, what most important and what may 
without great peril leave undone. must keep mind 
the truth that human nature never changes, but that the 
conditions our life are always changing.” 

the conventions the Catholic Educational ‘Asso-

must admitted that every form education 
where time can saved should done. The conse- 
quence losing time even devoting training 
which not educationally practical destructive real 
education. From this point view the question widens, 
and takes far more than the mere expediency having 
pupils earn something livelihood earlier age 
than now commonly done. Our parish school system, 
which the lasting monument solid convictions edu- 
cational matters, will not slow take change 
for the better soon becomes possible and prudent.
